The  Scooba  campus 
was  established  in 
1912  as  the  Kemper 
County  Agricultural  High 
School  and  in  1922  junior 
college  material  was  added. 
In  1965  the  college  re- 
ceived affirmation  of  ac- 
creditation by  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools.  The  Scooba  cam- 
pus sits  on  287  acres  of 
land,  25  of  which  make  up 
the  main  campus.

Computer  Programming  Technology 


Computer  Operations  and  Computer  Programming  are 
two  of  the  programs  offered  at  East  Mississippi  Com- 
munity College  to  prepare  students  for  an  exciting  and 
profitable  future. 

The  Computer  Operations  curriculum  consists  of  two  semes- 
ters of  courses  such  as  Keyboarding,  Computer  Concepts,  Ba- 
sic Programming,  and  Business  Application. 

Software  I  and  II,  in  addition  to  various  academic  classes, 
will  assist  the  students  in  mastering  skills  in  JCL,  backups,  job 
queuing,  and  various  other  operations.  It  will  also  prepare  the 


students  for  an  entry-level  position  as  a  computer  operator. 
Upon  graduation,  students  are  awarded  a  Vocational  Certifi- 
cate. 

Computer  Programming  is  a  two-year,  four-semester  pro- 
gram which  is  an  extension  of  the  Computer  Operations  pro- 
gram. It  prepares  the  students  for  entry-level  positions  as  a 
computer  operator  or  computer  programmer.  This  program  in- 
volves more  intense  training  in  computer  technology  and  pro- 
gramming.

Business  Technology

Business  Technology  is  a 
program  that  prepares  a 
student  to  work  in  a 
technologically  up-to-date  of- 
fice. In  this  area,  there  are  two 
different  options.  These  two- 
year  options  are  Administra- 
tive Support  Services  and  Mi- 
crocomputer Information  Pro- 
cessing. A  one-year  Office 
Assistant  option  consists  of  two 
semesters  of  basic  and  inter- 
personal skills.  Upon  comple- 
tion of  this  course,  students  are 
awarded  a  Certificate  of  Profi- 
ciency. The  Office  Assistant 
program  fulfills  the  first  year's 
requirements  of  the  two-year 
programs. 

The  Administrative  Sup- 
port Services  program  leads 
to  an  Associate  of  Applied 
Science  degree.  In  this 
course,  the  students  receive 
intense  study  in  word  process- 
ing, shorthand,  administrative 
office  procedures,  as  well  as 
other  areas  of  business  and 
computer  applications.  In- 
struction is  provided  by  Mrs. 
Marilyn  Doolittle  and  Mrs. 
Zelma  Fulgham.  The  student 
acquires  skills  in  oral  commu- 
nication and  professional  de- 
velopment as  well.

Automotive  Mechanics 


The  auto  mechanics 
program  is  a  nine- 
month  curriculum 
leading  to  a  vocational  certifi- 
cate in  Automotive  Mechan- 
ics or  an  Associate  of  Applied 
Science  Degree  for  students 
who  meet  requirements  and 
who  wish  to  continue  into  the 
second-  year  program.  The 
student  is  given  practical  ex- 
perience in  actual  shop  work. 


Practical  experience  is  giv- 
en in  such  areas  as  overhaul- 
ing engines,  transmissions, 
brakes,  and  differentials,  as 
well  as  instruction  in  replac- 
ing clutches  and  other  acces- 
sories. Classes  are  held  6  1/2 
hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week 
for  nine  months  in  very  mod- 
ern facilities  designed  espe- 
cially for  this  program.

\irframe  and/or  Pow- 
erplant  Mechanics  is 
a  two-year,  four-se- 
ester  program.  At  the  end 
the  two  years  students  re- 
ive a  F.A. A. -approved  me- 
anics  degree  and  also  an 
rframe  and  powerplant  me- 
anics  degree,  which  is  also 


approved  by  the  F.F.A.  At  the 
end  of  the  first  year,  students 
receive  a  Certificate  of  Profi- 
ciency. Upon  completion  of 
the  two-year  course,  students 
are  awarded  an  Associate  of 
Applied  Science  degree  in 
Aviation  Maintenance. 
During  the  two  years  of 


training,  the  first  year  is 
spent  working  on  operational 
aircraft,  with  plenty  of  hands- 
on  experience.  In  the  second 
year,  students  study  theory  in 
the  classroom.  Students  have 
an  unusual  and  wonderful 
classroom  setting,  which  is  a 
few  miles  away  from  the 


Golden  Triangle  campus,  at 
the  Golden  Triangle  Regional 
Airport. 

Upon  completion  of  the 
course  of  study,  graduates  go 
on  to  work  in  the  field  of  avi- 
ation. There  are  many  job  op- 
portunities for  graduating  stu- 
dents of  this  course.

Electronics  Technology 


The  Electronics  Technology  program  is  a  two-year  pro- 
gram which  teaches  students  the  skills  necessary  to 
succeed  in  the  electronics  industry.  Graduates  receive 
an  Associate  of  Applied  Science  degree.  The  curriculum  in- 
cludes instruction  in  such  skills  as  how  to  use  test  equipment, 
how  electronic  components  are  designed,  and  how  to  test  com- 
ponents. Graduates  of  this  program  will  have  acquired  a  tho- 
rough knowledge  of  the  technical  aspects  and  manipulative 
skills  related  to  the  electronics  industry.  Students  also  learn 
the  operation  of  radios,  televisions,  and  VCR's  and  how  to  set 
up  a  satellite  dish.

Graduates  of  the  program  have  a 
variety  of  job  opportunities.  They  may  find  work  as  general 
electronics  technicians,  engineering  assistants,  and  field  servl 
technicians.  Some  open  their  own  electronics  businesses.

Industrial  Electricity 


Industrial  Electricity  is  a 
two-semester  program 
that  prepares  graduates 
to  enter  the  electrical  profes- 
sion as  an  apprentice.  The 
curriculum  includes  the  basic 
knowledge  of  electricity  and 
the  fundamentals  and  practice 
involved  in  the  electrical 
trades.  Students  are  taught 
industrial,  commercial,  and 
residential  wiring  and  they 
also  learn  about  Programm- 
able Logic  Controllers 
(PLC's),  motor  controls  and 
their  maintenance. 

During  the  total  thirty-six 
hour  training,  the  students 
are  taught  basic  electricity, 
blueprint  reading,  estimating, 
and  the  operation  of  pro- 
grammable logic  controllers 
under  the  instruction  and  su- 
pervision of  Mr.  Noel  Brock. 
The  graduates  will  have  both 
the  skills  and  the  knowledge 
to  assist  in  the  planning,  lay- 
out, installation,  checkout, 
and  maintenance  of  systems 
in  residential,  commercial, 
and  industrial  plants.  There  is 


an  emphasis  on  safety  in  this 
course  in  order  to  fully  pre- 
pare the  students  to  avoid 
hazards  associated  with  the 
electrical  field. 

Graduates  of  Industrial 
Electricity  enter  the  work  for- 
ce as  apprentices  and  may 
advance  to  become  journey- 
men and  finally  master  elec- 
tricians. They  may  find  em- 
ployment with  companies 
such  as  Weyerhauser,  Eka 
Nobel,  and  other  large  com- 
panies. Graduates  have  a 
good  chance  at  job  placement 
in  the  surrounding  area.  An- 
other option  is  for  the  gradu- 
ates to  go  on  to  be  self-em- 
ployed. This  course  offers  the 
student  many  options  after 
graduation.  This  is  a  field 
where  students  can  build  a 
foundation  of  knowledge  here 
at  East  Mississippi  Communi- 
ty College,  and  from  here 
they  can  go  on  to  build  on 
this  foundation  over  the 
years.

Machine  Shop 


Machine  Shop  is  a 
one-  or  two-year  vo- 
cational program 
which  trains  students  in  a 
wide  variety  of  areas  in  the 
machinist  trades.  The  student 
will  receive  a  Certificate  of 
Proficiency  upon  successful 
completion  of  two  semesters 
of  training.  The  student  who 
decides  to  complete  the  two- 
year  curriculum  will  receive 
an  Associate  of  Applied  Sci- 
ence degree. 

During  the  student's  train- 
ing, he  or  she  learns  to  read 
precision  measuring  instru- 
ments, use  basic  layout  tools, 
and  operate  lathes,  milling 
machines,  and  shapers.  Pro- 
gramming and  operation  of 
Computer  Numerical  Control 
(CNC)  machinery  is  also  cov- 
ered. Graduates  from  both

the  one-  and  two-year  pro- 
grams enter  a  high-demand 
field  that  has  a  100%  place- 
ment rate.

Students 
also  have  safety  and  orienta- 
tion and  career  orientation 
skills  classes. 

The  graduate  can  expect  to 
find  jobs  in  industry,  job 
shops,  CNC  operations,  parts 
programming,  parts  design, 
and  other  such  places.

Instrumentation  Technology 


This  two-year,  four-se- 
mester course  at  the 
East  Mississippi  Com- 
lunity  College  provides  the 
tudents  with  the  knowledge 
nd  skills  needed  to  obtain  a 
}b  at  the  technician  level  of 
istrumentation.  Students  are 
rained  in  many  different  ar- 
as,  such  as  identification  and 


application  of  components 
that  make  up  the  industrial 
instrumentation  systems. 

Upon  completion  of  this 
course,  students  will  have 
learned  through  many  hands- 
on  classes  about  calibrating 
instruments,  analysis,  and 
measuring  principles.  In  to- 
day's world  the  technician  is 


required  to  possess  the  techni- 
cal knowledge  and  application 
skills  dealing  with  the  opera- 
tion of  equipment  controlled 
by  the  "heart  of  the  system." 
These  skills  are  necessary  for 
the  graduate  to  obtain  an  en- 
try-level job  in  instrumenta- 
tion. 

The  graduates  of  this  pro- 


gram receive  an  Associate  of 
Applied  Science  degree  and 
have  a  variety  of  job  options. 
They  may  be  employed  as  in- 
strumentation technicians  or 
industrial  maintenance  per- 
sons in  industrial  plants,  or  in 
other  various  jobs.

Commercial  Truck  Driving 


The  Commercial  Truck  Driving  Program  prepares  stu- 
dents for  occupations  in  the  trucking  industry.  It  is  a 
thirteen-week  course  which  meets  five  days  per  week. 
In  presenting  the  material,  the  instructor  will  use  both  the  lec- 
ture and  the  demonstration  method  of  instruction  with  active 
participation  and  practice  by  the  students.  The  instructor  is  at 
liberty  to  take  students  out  of  state  as  needed  for  driving  ex- 
perience. Upon  completion  of  the  course,  each  student  will 
have  approximately  1000  miles  of  over-the-road  driving  experi- 
ence. Due  to  the  nature  of  this  course,  the  training  hours  vary 
greatly. 


Because  of  the  regulations  on  the  Commercial  Drivers  Li- 
cense, all  students  must  pass  the  Mississippi  Highway  Patrol 
pre-trip  inspection,  written,  basic  skills,  and  road  test.  This 
takes  precedence  over  all  other  requirements  for  completion. 

Upon  successful  completion  of  the  program,  the  student  is 
awarded  a  certificate.  Employment  opportunities  are  excellen 
and  EMCC  has  100%  job  placement  for  graduates.  Graduate 
are  placed  with  companies  such  as  KLLM,  Builders  Transpoi 
MS  Carriers,  and  Bigbee  Transportation.

Welding  and  Fabrication 


The  Welding  and  Fabri- 
cation class  at  East 
Mississippi  Communi- 
ty College  has  much  to  offer 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Ricky  Collier  with  his  many 
years  of  experience  in  this 
field.  This  one-year  vocational 
course  supplies  the  work  force 
with  trained  and  experienced 
students  eager  to  apply  their 
skills  with  companies  locally 
or  nationwide,  beginning  at 
the  entry-level  position. 

Welding  students  acquire 
their  knowledge  through 
hands-on  experience  involving 
such  tasks  as  oxygen  and 
acetylene  welding,  rod  and 
pipe  cutting,  plasma  arch  cut- 
ting, and  fabrication.  Stu- 
dents also  receive  instruction 
in  blueprint  reading,  welding 
theory,  the  study  of  welding 
machines,  and  accessories 
used  in  the  welding  field. 
Laboratory  work  includes 
electric  arc  welding  and  inert 
gas  welding.  Projects  students 
undertake  in  class  include 
building  barbecue  grills,  hay 
forks,  catch  pens  for  calves, 


as  well  as  fabrication  and 
welding  of  trailers. 

This  profession  is  not 
restricted  to  males.  Women 
are  encouraged  to  enter  this 
course  if  they  desire.  Welding 
is  a  demanding  profession 
that  requires  a  man  or  wom- 
an who  is  dedicated.  It's  very 
hot  and  dirty  work  that  is 
sometimes  done  in  desolate 
locations.  In  some  instances 
welders  do  a  great  deal  of 
traveling  to  different  job  sites. 

However,  the  financial  re- 
wards are  great.  A  graduate 
can  expect  a  pay  scale  of  an 
average  of  seven  to  sixteen 
dollars  an  hour.  When  work- 
ing on  a  pipeline,  welders  can 
expect  to  make  fourteen  dol- 
lars an  hour  and  up.  This  is  a 
profession  that  has  a  wonder- 
ful future  for  those  who  enter 
it  with  dedication  and  spirit.

Rafting  and  Design 


The  Drafting  and  De- 
sign Technology  pro- 
gram at  the  East  Mis- 
sissippi Community  College 
prepares  students  for  employ- 
ment in  the  technical  graphi- 
cal representation  field  by 
teaching  them  the  basics  of 
drafting  practice.  In  the  cur- 
riculum, students  receive  a 
firm  foundation  in  math  and 
learn  skills  in  surveying, 
drafting,  and  lettering.  Re- 
cently added  to  the  curricu- 
lum to  meet  industrial  de- 
mands is  instruction  in  the 
use  of  the  CAD  system,  in 
which  drafting  is  done  on  the 
computer  instead  of  the  draw- 
ing board.  This  four  semester 
training  is  closely  related  to 
actual  industrial  standards. 
Because  of  this,  when  the 
graduate  goes  out  into  the 

Drafting  and  Design  students  at  work 
in  the  field.  These  students  are  receiv- 
ing hands-on  experience. 


field,  he  or  she  is  fully  pre- 
pared to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  employer. 

Graduates  of  this  program 
receive  an  Associate  of  Ap- 
plied Science  degree  and  may 
be  employed  as  drafters  in  a 
variety  of  areas.  A  few  of 
these  areas  are  steel  produc- 
tion, architecture,  civil  ser- 
vice, and  the  State  Highway 
Department.  They  also  have 
the  option  of  transferring  to  a 
four-year  institution  to  obtain 
a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree 
in  this  area  with  only  an  ad- 
ditional two  years  of  study. 
Upon  earning  a  bachelor's  de- 
gree, the  graduate  is  fully 
trained  for  teaching  or  a  posi- 
tion in  industry. 


CAD  instruction  is  an  integral  part  of 
this  program.

Graphic  Arts  and  Print  Communications 


This  is  a  one-year,  two- 
semester  program  that 
teaches  students  the 
skills  necessary  for  employ- 
ment in  the  publishing  and 
printing  industry.  This  course 
of  study  at  East  Mississippi 
Community  College  includes 
some  of  the  latest  technolo- 


gies available  in  the  Graphic 
Arts  industry. 

While  in  the  Graphic  Arts 
program,  students  learn  about 
desktop  publishing,  process 
camera,  darkroom,  film  as- 
sembly, platemaking,  and 
many  other  skills.  They  also 
learn  how  to  make  notepads, 


letterheads,  business  cards, 
and  fliers,  and  many  other 
projects  throughout  the  year. 
Upon  successful  completion 
of  this  program,  students  will 
receive  a  Graphic  and  Print 
Communications  Vocational 
Certificate.  This  certificate 
will  allow  them  to  obtain  en- 


try-level positions  in  the 
Graphic  Arts  field.  With  in- 
tensive training  and  applied 
knowledge,  our  graduates  are 
certified  for  many  jobs,  in- 
cluding in-house  printing 
plants,  commercial  printing 
companies,  and  newspapers.

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Job  Training  Partership  Act 


JTPA  (Job  Training  Partnership  Act)  is  a  state-side,  federally 
funded  program  that  is  designed  to  provide  economically 
disadvantaged  and/or  basic  skill  deficient  individuals  facing 
serious  barriers  to  finding  employment,  the  opportunity  to  benefit 
from  basic  skill  training  necessary  for  unsubsidized  employment. 
Thus,  preparing  them  for  entry  into  the  labor  force. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  through  East  Mississippi 
Community  College  refers  potential  participants  to  the  local 
employment  service.  The  Employment  service  then  certifies  the 
potential  participants  as  eligible  for  the  occupational  skills  area 
programs. 

Programs  offered  are  in  the  occupational  skill  areas  of  Construc- 
tion Skills,   Deckhand,  Medical  Records/Clerical,  and  Nurse 


Assistant. 

Mr.  K.  D.  Leech,  Jr.,  is  supervisor  of  the  JTPA  program  at  EMC( 
He  works  with  the  instructors  and  counselors  in  assisting  tl 
students  in  solving  problems  that  can  prevent  them  from  su< 
cessfully  achieving  their  career  goals. 

All  students  are  given  a  list  of  competencies  and  are  periodical 
tested  to  determine  their  progress  in  achieving  them.  Compete] 
cies  are  attained  through  lectures,  self  paced,  hands-on  exper 
ence,  live  work  experience,  and  demonstrations.  Upon  completic 
of  the  occupational  skills  training,  the  instructors,  and  supervise 
along  with  the  employment  service,  assist  graduates  in  jc! 
placement.

Pactical  nursing  is  a 
one-year,  three- 
semester  program 
which  starts  in  August  and 
continues  through  July  of  the 
following  year.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  each  student 
receives  a  temporary  license 
until  taking  the  State  Board 
of  Nursing  examination. 

During  the  school  year,  the 
students  train  for  work  in 
medical  facilities  such  as 
hospitals,  clinics,  and  nursing 
homes.  They  learn  how  to 
give  injections,  dispense 
medication,  and  provide 
proper  patient  care.  Shortly 
after  school  starts,  they  begin 


doing  clinicals  in  hospitals 
and  nursing  homes,  giving 
them  hands-on  training  and 
acquainting  them  with  the 
medical  setting. 

In  October  following  their 
graduation  in  July,  students 
take  the  State  Board  of 
Nursing  examination  in 
Jackson.  Before  their  licenses 
are  granted,  usually  in 
December,  some  graduates 
continue  at  the  jobs  they  held 
while  in  school  while  others 
take  jobs  in  other  medical 
facilities.
